firemen, railway employees, and 
policemen fought a prairie fire on the South- 
west Side for over an hour last night. 
Brooms, biankets, and even coats were used 
by one squad, while others dug up the sod to 
check the progress of the blase. Many cars 
loaded with beef on the Pan-Handle tracks 
were threatened, as was a Knickerbocker ice-. 
house and several farmhouses. The princi- 
pal damage, however, was the burning of ten 
acres of grass. 

The scene of the fire was the prairie be- 
tween Leavitt street and Western avenue and 
Fortieth and Fifty-first streets. The flames 
are supposed to have started from sparks 
from the engine of a south-bound passenger 
train which passed at 9:80 o’clock. For a 

the blaze smouldered, then broke out in 
— 1 and, fanned by the wind, 
pr rapidly. 

Switchmen and other railway bees tried 
to stamp out the fire, but it was soon beyond 
their control. As the flames spread persons 
living in the neighborhood were aroused and 
turned out and assisted the railroad men. 
The force of fire fighters was augmented also 
by farmers living west of Western avenue. 
Armed with brooms, shovels; and blankets, 
they tfied in vain to check the blaze. 

At length word was sent to the New City 
Police Station and all available men were 
sent to the scene in charge of Sergeant 
George Lyman. After a half hour’s hard 
work an alarm was sent in. Marshal Fitz- 
gerald and his men responded promptly, 
and when they arrived there a H.. 
were aflre. 

On Pan-Handle tracks were many freight 
cars loaded with beef. Marshal Fitagerajd 
lined his meg up alongside the track to 
them, while the police and volunteers fo 
the fire where other property was threaten 
At Forty-eighth and Leavitt streets a 
building occupied by Herman Ulrich 
scorched. The icehouses of the Knicker- 
bocker company, at Forty-seventh and 
Leavitt streets, and Bussey’s brick sheds, 
Forty-fifth and Leavitt streets, also had a 
close call. After a time the flames burned 
themselves out. 

We fought the fire,” said Marshal Fits- 
gerald, throughout without engines, as our 
only hope was to smother the blase. But 
for the assistance of the neighbors and the 
police the fire might have been serious.“ 

The Evanston fire department was called 
out in the afternoon to fight a blase on the 
prairie west of the city between Grove and 
Main streets. For a time the residence of 
G. B. Wallis, 1500 Dewey avenue, was 
threatened. The fire was started, it is 
thought, by boys. ;

New Orleans, La., Dec. 13.—[Special.]— 
The Chicago limited on the Illinois Central, 
due to arrive here at 7:15 o'clock tonight, 
was held up at Carrollton avenue on the 
outskirts of the city by masked men. 

The mail and exprees cars were blown 
open with dynamite, and the former was 
rified of its contents. : 

Conductor Kennebrew was badly wound- 
ed. He was shot in the back because he 
did not obey orders to uncouple the train. 
None of the ‘was disturbed and 
knew nothing of the holdup until the heavy 
charge of dynamite was flred. Then they 
pulled down the blinds and kept quiet. 


Police Arrest Six Suspects. 

A large squad of police and detectives got 
to the scene of the holdup in a few minutes 
and succeeded in arresting six men, who are 
held at headquarters. Four of them are 


negroes. 

It is not knowh just how many men took 
A part in the holdup. Some declare there was 
only one, while others assert there were sev- 
eral, the latter belief being the one generally 
accepted. 


- Plan Appeared Well Laid. 

The plan was well laid, and when a point 
near the railroad crossing at Carrollton ave- 
nue Was reached a man crawled up over 
the coal tender to the engine, and, covering 
the engineer and fireman, ordered them to 
stop the train. They complied. | 

Conduotor Kennebrew also left one of the 
rear coaches and was immediately covered, 
He was ordered to uncouple thetrain. He did 
not step quick enough and a bullet was fired 
into his back, 

‘The robbers then uncoupled the train back 
of the tender, and the leader, who was still 
on the engine, ordered the engineer to pull 
out.” The engineer complied and kept 
“pulling out until ordered to stop half a 
mile away. Here the leader et the gang 


Dynamite Cars. 

Meantime the rest of the gang was hurry- 
fg matters, and after a demand on the ex- 
press messenger and mail clerks to open up, 
which was not complied with, big charges 
of dynamite were placed under the cars and 
touched off. The express car was badly 
shattered, but the express officials claim the 
robbers got nothing there. 

The mail car was not badly injured, but 
an entrance was effected and all the mall 
pouches were cut open. Some seventy-five 
or a hundred pieces of registered mail were 
carried away. 

While this was going on the fagman of 
the train escaped and went down the track 
to flag another train. He was met by the 
robbers and relieved of his watch. 

Railroad and city detectives and United 
States secret service men by the score are 
working on the case. 


Rob Texas Mail Car. : 
Terarkana, Ark., Dea 13.—A bold rob- 
bery on the Cotton Belt railway was com- 
mitted today at Bassett, Tex., thirty miles 
south of Texarkana, on the train coming 
north, in which Postal Clerk John N. Den- 
nis was almost killed and the mail pouches 
of his car rified of their contents. The 
amount stolen was considerable. . 

As the train left the Bassett water tank 
at 6 a. m. the express and mail cars were 
separated from the train, but the train 
crew soon had them coupled again. In the 
run from there to Texarkana the coaches 
were uncoupled twice in a mysterious man- 


ner. 
Find Mail Clerk Unconscious. . 

Upon the arrival of the train here the 
United tates transfer clerk went to the door 
of the mail car and knocked for the postal 
elerk to open it. No response was given 
from the inside. Officials then forced an 
entrance to the car and found the clerk, John 
N. Dennis, stretched upon the floor appar- 
ently dead. 

The registered packages had been ripped 
open and robbed of their contents, the most 
valuable of which was the Waco-Memphis 
through pouch, containing a ares number of 
valuable packages. 

It was found that Dennis was alive, but un- 
conscious, with an ugly wound in the top of 
his head. Two hours after he was taken to 
the hospital he revived enough tp give the 
details of the robbery. 

‘Beaten with Fire Shovel. 

Just as the train parted at Bassett tank 
Dennis went into the vestibule.of the mail 
car to stir up the fire. When he opened the 
vestibule door he saw two men standing Dy 
the stove, one of whom dealt him a blow 
over the head with a heavy fire shovel. The 
first blow felled him and he was then beaten 
into a senseless condition.® He knew nothing 
more until he was removed tothe Texarkana 
Hospital.

insurance associations in the United States. 
The filing of the suit will afgect thirty 
States of the union, as the association has 
been authorized to do business in that num- 
000, and came to light through an examina- 


tion made by George U. Bingham, expert of 


the Indiana Insurance department, last 


Wednesday. Immediately upon being ad- 


vised of the. condition of the association, 

Auditor of State Hart notified T. B. Linn, 

Supreme Recorder of the Chosen Friends, 

that the order was insolvent and that he 

would at once make application for a re- 
Due to Galveston Flood. 

The order has been carefully watched 
throughout the year, and to this fs due the 
discovery of its insolvency. One of the pri- 
mary causes of the failure of the organiza- 
tion is the great.loss sustained in the Gal- 
veston disaster. The claims arising out of 
the death of members in the ill-fated city 
aggregated about $60,000. 

An excessive loss of this kind, coming as 
it did all at one time, rendered the organize- 
tion utterly incapable of meeting the ob- 
ligations, except by increasing the assess- 
ments of the members to such an amount 
as to bring about their’ withdrawal from 
the order. 


Dead a Detfaulter. 

The examination instituted by the State 
Insurance department also revealed that 
former Supreme Treasurer William B. Wil- 
‘son, who had been in office since 1895, had 
defaulted to the amount of $80,000. Mr. 
Wilson died last October, and the order is 
secured by a bond in one of the bonding com- 
panies and will lose nothing on account of 
this defalcation. 

The order was organised about twenty 
years ago, and Indianapolis has always been 
the headquarters. At the time of organiza- 
tion no attention was paid to mortality ta- 
bles, and as the members began to grow old 
and the dues increased it was found that the 
assessments had been @xed at a figure too 
low to meet the obligations. 

At various times since the institution of the 
order it has been found necessary to increase 
the assessments, and members who had held 
certificates for:a great number of years 
agreed to pay the increase, for the reason 
that they had reached an age when insute 
aniée in ute ‘could net 


tee law governing or- 
ganizations existed in Indiana prior to the 
last two years. At that time ft was too late 
to instil into the organization any of the safe- 
guards thought necessary and that might 
have resulted in the avoidance of the present 
condition. Certificates of membership, rang- 
ing from $1,000 to $3,000, were issued by the 
order, and the death claims have been met 
up to within the last year. In 1899 the order 
paid out over $700,000 in death claims.

FRENCH CAPITAL OVERRUN WITH 


BANDS OF OUTLAWS. 


Over Two Hundred Thousand Men 

Thrown Out of Empleyment by the 

_ Close of the Exposition—Residents 

Terrorised by Bands of Hoodlums, 

Whe Rob and Murder with Impunt- 

ty—Police Compelled to Put Officers 
on Suburban Street Cars. 


PARIS, Deo. 18.—The close of the exposi- 
tion, throwing over 200,000 men out of em- 
ployment, has created abnormal criminal 
conditions in Paris. The outlying quarters 
of Paris are infested by bands of footpads 
and hoodlums who terrorize the residents. 
Two respectable workmen were attacked a 
few nights ago by four prowlers, who, after 
picking a quarrel, almost decapitated one 
of the workmen and stabbed the other. 
None of the murderers has yet been traced. 

A feature of these nocturnal attacks is 
that they are often not accompanied by 
robbery, but are perpetrated apparently by 
bloodthirsty criminals, frequently boys in 
their teens. Four boys, the eldest of whom 
is 17 years of age, gagged a young girl at La 
Vilette recently and then dragged her to 
the canalside with the view of drowning 


her, when passers-by rescued the girl. 


Call Themselves Apaches. 

The bands frequenting Belleville and 
Menilmontant style themselves “ Apaches.” 
Another and similar band is called the 
* Amandiers.” 

It was announced today that the Prefect of 
Police had decided to place a couple of police- 
men on each street car running into the 
suburbs after 8:30 p. m., and that he had 
also decided to create a spécial corps of 
picked men to be stationed in the dangerous 
wards.

MANILA, Dec. 14.—From Iloilo it is unoffi- 
clally reported that the insurgents in that 
part of the Island of Panay are swearing 
allegiance at the rate of a thousand a day. 
The arrest of many prominent insurgents 
started the movement, which seems to be be- 
coming universal at Jaro, Molo, Mandurriao, 
Arevelo, and Iloilo.. Considerable sums of 
money and large quantities of supplies have 
been captured by the Americans.

10 INSTRUCT JURY PODAY 


JUDGE GIBBONS WILL DIRECT IN- 
VESTIGATION OF CRIME. 


Connection of City Hall Officials with 
Dens of Vice Will Be the Subject of 
the Court’s Remarks to the Inquis- 
— State’s Attorney Deneen 
Confers with the Jurist — Many In- 
G@ietments Are Voted During the 
Sessions of the Day. 


At 10 o’clock this morning Judge Gibbons 
will deliver to the grand jury his further in- 
structions, which are to be the signal for an 
official inquiry into the reign of crime and 
vice in Chicago. His charge will point out the 
duties of the jurymen in unmistakable terms, 
and evidence which the members of the jury 
will be directed to examine may s in the 
high places of Chicago’s Police department. 
The grand jury will be called on to exert 
every effort to sweep crime and vice from 
the city, and, if sufficient evidence is secured, 
to indict officials who are responsible for the 
conditions which have made it possible for 


basement dives, all-night saloons, and other 


resorts to exist in open violation of the law. 

Evidence continues to reach State’s Attor- 
ney Deneen tending to show that a number of 
City Hall officials have full knowledge of the 
reason why these places were allowed to 
operate. He remained away from his office 
yesterday and devoted much time to arrang- 
ing this evidence. Judge Gibbons has con- 
sulted with the State’s Attorney and his in- 
structions are to be couched In stronger terms 
than any charge which has gone to a grand 
jury in years. 

“I have covered the field pretty thor- 
oughly,” he said yesterday, and I believe 
these supplemental instructions will leave no 
doubt as to what duties the grand jury should 


execute and under what obligations they are 


to the citizens of Chicago.“ 


Pressure is being brought to prevent a num- 


ber of detectives, who are known to possess 
evidence affecting the control of the Police 
department, from appearing before the grand 
jury. Some comment was occasioned yes- 
terday when Mayor Harrison and Robert E.

Even here, however, an elk’s tooth of good 
size and in good condition is worth from $2 
to $10. There has also grown up a fashion 
in elks’ teeth and a tooth which is turning 
brown, thus showing that it has been taken 
from an old stag, commands a much higher 
price than those which are still white and 
show no marks of age. 

The increasing demand, together with the 
fact that the number of elk in the country 
is constantly decreasing, has made elks’ teeth 
somewhat scarce, so that professional 
hunters have every incentive to kill the 
animals for their teeth alone. The teeth 
from a big stag might be readily sold for 
from $50 to $100. It is said that many pot 
hunters in the mountain country of Colorado 
and Wyoming now confine their attention 
almost exclusively to elk, which are shot for 
their teeth, the body being left lying un- 
touched after the teeth have been removed.
